nance, 1879.” 

34t.  Every  Physician  or  Surgeon  duly  registered  in 
the  Medical  Register,  shall  upon  payment  of  the  prescribed 
fee  be  entitled  to  a License  from  the  Board  to  practise 
Medicine,  Surgery  and  Midwifery  in  this  Colony. 

3fi5.  Such  License  shall  be  evidence  in  all  Courts  and 
before  all  Magistrates  and  Justices  of  the  Peace  and  others 
that  the  person  thereby  licensed  is  duly  registered  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  is  a Member  of  the 
Medical  Board  and  is  qualified  to  practice  Medicine,  Sur- 
gery and  Midwifery  in  any  part  of  this  Colony. 

30.  Every  person  registered  under  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  entitled  according  to  his  qualifications  to  practice 
Medicine,  Surgery  and  Midwifery  in  any  part  of  this 
Colony  and  to  demand  and  recover  in  any  Court  of  Law 
with  full  costs  of  suit  his  reasonable  charges  for  profes- 
sional aid,  advice  and  visit  and  the  cost  of  any  Medicine 
or  other  Medical  or  Surgical  appliances  rendered  or  supplied 
by  him  to  his  patients. 
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37.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Ordinance,  no 
person  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  any  charges  in  any  Court  registered, 
of  Law  for  any  Medical  or  Surgical  advice  attendance  or 

for  the  performance  of  any  operation  or  for  any  IMediciue 
which  he  shall  have  either  prescribed  or  sui^plied  unless 
he  shall  prove  upon  the  trial  that  he  is  registered  under 
this  Ordinance.

All  sum  or  suras  of  money  arising  from  conviction 
and  recovery  of  penalties  imposed  by  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  paid  to  the  Receiver-General  for  the  use  of  Her  Majesty 
the  Queen. 

This  Ordinance  shall  not  increase  or  diminish  the 
privileges  in  respect  of  his  practice  of  any  person  who  at 
tlie  commencement  of  this  Ordinance  is  a registered  Medi- 
cal Practitioner,  and  such  person  shall  be  entitled  from  and 
after  the  passing  of  this  Ordinance  to  practice  in  pursuance 
of  the  qualification  possessed  by  him  before  the  passing 
hereof  in  Medicine,  Surgery  and  Midwifery  or  any  of  the  a 
or  any  branch  of  Medicine  or  Surgery  according  as  he  was 
entitled  to  practice  the  same  before  the  passing  of  this 
Ordinance,  but  not  further  or  otherwise. 

75.  Any  person  who  at  the  time  of  the  repeal  of  any 
Ordinance  repealed  by  this  Ordinance  was  in  pursuance 
of  such  Ordinance  legally  entitled  to  practice  as  a Medical 
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Practitioner,  in  this  Colony,  shall  after  the  date  of  such  re- 
peal continue  to  be  so  entitled  as  he  would  have  been 
entitled  if  no  such  repeal  had  taken  place,  and  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  be  registered  as  a member  of  the  Medical  Board. 

70.  The  Ordinances  mentioned  in  Schedule  A to  this 
Ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.  This  repeal  shall  not 
effect  any  right  accrued  or  any  offence  committed  or  any 
liability,  penalty  or  forfeiture  incurred  before  the  passing 
of  this  Ordinance,  or  any  remedy  or  proceeding  in  respect 
of  such  right,  offence,  liability,  penalty  or  forfeiture.
